TheiT were no reports of inju- 
ries. Police said tihe blasts oc- 
curred within minutes of one an- 
other. 


Two explosions in a rea'l es- 
tate office and drive-in restaur- 
ant in the same block knocked 
out glass in many businesses in 
the area. Another blast was re- 
ixjrled at a Japanese Piesbyte- 
rian church. 


In February, another explo- 
sion damaged the home of State 
Sen. Fred Dore in the .same 
area. Dore's wife and four of 
iheir children wore in the home 
at ihe time, but escaped injury.

GLADSTONE — The parents 
of Sgt. William Richard Alfred- 
son, 21, have been notified by 
military authorities that their 
son was killed when a mine 
detonated near Cu Chi, Viet- 
nam, on April 15. He was the 
son of Agner Alfredson of Lena, 
Wis., and Mrs. Kenneth Evans 
of 1524 Minneapolis Ave. 


The death marked the second 
Vietnam casualty from Glad- 
stone in less than a week. 


Sgt. Alfredson entered 
the 
United States Army on Dec. 4, 
1968 and completed his basic 
training at Fort Campbell, Ky., 
and advanced individual train- 
ing at Fort Polk, La. He re- 
ceived the Army Commendation 
Medal while serving with Co. C 
of the 196th Infantry Division.

was born on March 23, 1949, 
and attended schools in New 
Jersey and Menominee before 
entering the service, graduated 
from Menominee High School in 
1968.

lions moved up today to the 
edge of the riverside town of 
Saang, 
18 miles southeast of 
Phnom Penh, and began mak- 
ing preparations to h-y to dis- 
lodge a Viet Cong force that oc- 
cupied the town Sunday. 


It is the closest the Viet Cong 
have moved to Cambodia's capi- 
tal.

post was about 400 yards from 
where the lieutenant colonel in 
charge believed the Viet Cong 
had set up theii* positions. A 
spotter plane circled overhead, 
hunting for guerrillas along the 
banks of the Bassac River.

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War Continues 


The death last week of another young sold­ 
ier from Delta County is a grim reminder that 
the war in Vietnam is no where near over. 


James John Cook, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. 
Charles J. Cook, 525 Dakota Ave., died in Viet­ 
nam when a mine exploded. He was only 20 yeai s 
old and recently had been presented two medals 
by the Army. He had everything in the world 
to live for. 


Many young men have died in Vietnam in­ 
cluding others from Delta County. But. the 
death of Spec 4 James J. Cook should carry an 
additional meaning to the residents of the area 
as he is the first young man from the county to 
die since President Nixon’s plan to “Vietnamize” 
the war was launched. 


Of late, Vietnam has taken a back seat to 
other events in the United States. The head­ 
lines have gone to the Apollo 13 moon mission, 
to the Senate debates on the Supreme Corut, to 
errant Tiger pitcher Denny McLain as Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s plan of “Vietnamization” and grad­ 
ual withdrawal of troops has quieted the demon- 
strat'^rs. 


But if the public outcries have subsided 
and the number of United States combat deaths 
have been reduced, those facts are little conso­ 
lation for parents like Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Cook. For them, the president’s “Vietnamiza- 
tion” program didn't work fast enough. 


Mr. Nixon will make the fourth major state­ 
ment on Vietnam !n a nationwide television ad­ 
dress tonight, a talk which had been scheduled 
last week but postponed because of the Apollo 
13 crisis. He may announce another withdrawal 
of American troops. 


Hopefully, the president’s report on the war 
will be optimistic, that more troops will be on 
, their way home soon and that the rest will fol­ 
low in the not too distant future. For only when 
they’re all home safely can the nation breathe 
evenly again. 


The Real Cause? 


Justice DepaHment official Kevin Phillips 
spoke wisely when he told a conference of young 
Republicans in Washington that unless this so­ 
ciety produces progress for people who labor for 
$5,000 and $6,000 a year it will not produce what 
“we want” either. 


His observation underscores the interdep­ 
endence of all groups in American society. No 
W’orking segment of society can truly advance 
unless all of its working segments advance to­ 
gether. 


Tlie postal crisis emphasizes this intei*de- 
pendence, and it also reveals that many people 
w^ho labor long and hard in the routine jobs that 
keep this country functioning are beginning to 
despair. 


The walkouts that have occurred in several 
major cities clearly violate federal law, and par­ 
ticipants obviously risk loss of pay and possibly 
other punishment. It is an indication of their dire 
situation that many of them do not seem to care. 


As one postal worker in New York City put 
H: If postal conditions don’t improve, “there’s 
no sense in going to work ever.” 


The postal strike will result in pay raises 
being promised or granted, giving workers tem­ 
porary relief. But the underlying crisis will not 
be solved in this manner. The real source of the 
cost-of-living problem not only of postal work­ 
ers but of Americans in other walks of life is 
not inadequate pay but inflation. 


A few years ago, an income of $6,000 a year 
would have been considered more than ample, 
but because of the ravages of inflation brought 
on by runaway federal spending and years of 
deficit finance, such an income level today pro­ 
vides a meager existence, indeed. Many New 
York City mailmen reportedly resort to public 
welfare to make ends meet. 


Curious Step 


President Nixon’s closing of the U. S. Con­ 
sulate in newly independent Rhodesia because 
of that country’s internal policies sets an un­ 
usual precedent . 


Normally, on the question of diplomatic 
recognition or lower-level contact, a nation is 
judged by its international behavior and inten­ 
tions, not its internal order. 


'Thus, for example, the United States has 
denied diplomatic recognition to Red China and 
blocked entry into the United Nations not be­ 
cause of offensive internal policies but because 
of China’s unwillingness to behave international­ 
ly in a civilized manner and to abide by the prin­ 
ciples of the U. N. Charter. 


America’s treatment of Rhodesia Is a cur­ 
ious departure from normal practice because 
diplomats have been witlidrawn in response to 
Salisbury’s internal policies. Rhodesia’s behav­ 
ior toward neiglibor nations has been — and is 
— above criticism. 


It is obvious that Rhodesia, a predominate­ 
ly black nation ruled by a white minority govern­ 
ment, is not a model of equality and justice, as 
these concepts are understood in the U. S. and 
Great Britain. 


But it is also obvious that few nations in 
the world are. If every country were to be judged 
on the basis of how closely its internal order 
resembles our own, few nations would qualify. 


Following such criteria, it would be neces­ 
sary to sever ties with all Communist countries. 


It would be necessary to cut ties with those 
many countries of Afric?» Latin America and 
Asia that are ruled by niiitary dictatorship. 


It would be necessary to call home diplo­ 
mats from those Asiatic countries where caste 
systems still flourish. 


It would be necessary, In short, to sever re­ 
lations with authoritarian regimes eveiywhere, 
and that accounts for most of the world.

Finally, the sailors 
moved into the assembly, turn­ 
ed off the lights, and the Rus­ 
sian experiment in democracy 
was over.

ANN ARBOR (AP) - Repre­ 
sentatives of the University of 
Michigan 
student government 
and faculty expressed displeas­ 
ure and dismay at the set ^ 
temporary student conduct rules 
adopted by the school’s Board 
of Regents last week. 


The rules ban a wide range of 
disruptive student activity, bas­ 
ically banning violence against 
persons or property on the cam­ 
pus and interference with the 
normal functions of the univer­ 
sity. 


Examiner Picked 


The regents' action also es­ 
tablished a procedure whereby 
the cases of students charged 
with violating the rules would be 
heard by a nonunivensity hear­ 
ing examiner to be appointed by 
the school’s president. 


Objections to the rules dealt 
both with the substance of the 
action and the way in which the 
rules were enacted. 


Since last August, the Regents 
have had before them a set of 
controversial 
revised 
by-laws 
covering—a mcMig other things— 
student conduct niles and disci­ 
plinary procedures. 


Tlie regents have yet to act 
on the bylaws, which basically 
recjiiire that nonacademic con­ 
duct of students would be gov­ 
erned by student-made rules 
and called for due process in 
ali disciplinary pioceedings. 


Paper Rsps Pisa 


Martin Hirschman, editor of 
the student newspaper, the Mich­ 
igan Daily, said the regent’s de­ 
cision Friday to appoint a com- 
missicm to s^dy permanent con­ 
duct iTjles “in effect says that 
the bylaws drafted by students 
and faculty will not be accept» 
ed.” 


“The action indicated the re­ 
gents aren’t willing to accept 
them (the bylaws) now,” Hirsch­ 
man said. “A lot of people feel 
they aren’t wilUng to adopt them 
ever.” 


Hirschman said there was al­ 
so “a lot of concern” whether 
due process would be obsei'ved 
la ttie discipUoary procadurt aat 


up by the regents. 


University Preskient Robben 
W. Fleming acted earlier this 
week to set up interim disci­ 
plinary procedures for charges 
arising from lha recent strike 
in support off bdack students’ de­ 
mands. His procedure included 
the appointment of impartial 
hearing officers but be said stu­ 
dents would be tried only under 
stu d e n t^ se d rules prohibiting 
destruction of property, *‘signi­

depriving oth­ 
ers of needed heat, light or oth­

The regents action covers a 
wider range of offenses, but the 
new rules are not retroactive so 
they cannot be used against stu­ 
dents involved in the recent 
Black Action Movement (BAM) 
strike.

The death last week of another young sold­ 
ier from Delta County is a grim reminder that 
the war in Vietnam is no where near over. 
James John Cook, 
son of Mr. 
and Mrs. 
Ch arles J. Cook, 525 Dakota Ave., died in Viet­ 
nam when a mine exploded. He was only 20 years 
old and recently had been presented two medals 
by the Army. He had everything in the world 
to live for. 
Many young men have died in Vietnam in­ 
cluding others from Delta County. But the 
death of Spec 4 James J. Cook should carry an 
additional meaning to the residents of the area 
as he is the first young man from the county to 
die since President Nixon’s plan to “Vietnamize” 
the war was launched. 
Of late, Vietnam has taken a back seat to 
other events in the United States. The head­ 
lines have gone to the Apollo 13 moon mission, 
to the Senate debates on the Supreme Corut, to 
errant Tiger pitcher Denny McLain as Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s plan of “Vietnamization” and grad­ 
ual withdrawal of troops has quieted the demon­ 
strators. 
But if the public outcries have subsided 
and the number of United States combat deaths 
have been reduced, those facts are little conso­ 
lation for parents like Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Cook. For them, the president’s “Vietnamiza- 
tion” program didn’t work fast enough. 
Mr. Nixon will make the fourth major state­ 
ment on Vietnam In a nationwide television ad­ 
dress tonight, a talk which had been scheduled 
last week but postponed because of the Apollo 
13 crisis. He may announce another withdrawal 
of American troops. 
Hopefully, the president’s report on the war 
will be optimistic, that more troops will be on 
their way home soon and that the rest will fol­ 
low in the not too distant future. For only when 
they’re all home safely can the nation breathe 
evenly again.

The Real Cause? 


Justice Department official Kevin Phillips 
spoke wisely when he told a conference of young 
Republicans in Washington that unless this .so­ 
ciety produces progress for people who labor for 
$5,000 and $6,000 a year it will not produce what 
“we want” either. 
His observation underscores the interdep­ 
endence of all groups in American society. No 
working segment of society can truly advance 
unless all of its working segments advance to­ 
gether. 
The postal crisis emphasizes this interde­ 
pendence, and it also reveals that many people 
who labor long and hard in the routine jobs that 
keep this country functioning are beginning to 
despair. 
The walkouts that have occurred in several 
major cities clearly violate federal law, and par­ 
ticipants obviously risk loss of pay and possibly 
other punishment. It is an indication of their dire 
situation that many of them do not seem to care. 
As one postal worker in New’ York City put 
It: If postal conditions don’t improve, “there’s 
no sense in going to work ever.” 
The postal strike will result in pay raises 
being promised or granted, giving workers tem­ 
porary relief. But the underlying crisis will not 
be solved in this manner. The real source of the 
cost-of-living problem not only of postal work­ 
ers but of Americans in other walks of life is 
not inadequate pay but inflation. 
A few’ years ago, an income of $6,000 a year 
would have been considered more than ample, 
but because of the ravages of inflation brought 
on by runaway federal spending and years of 
deficit finance, such an income level today pro­ 
vides a meager existence, indeed. Many New 
York City mailmen reportedly resort to public 
welfare to make ends meet. 


Curious Step 


President Nixon’s closing of the U. S. Con­ 
sulate in newly independent Rhodesia because 
of that country’s internal policies sets an un­ 
usual precedent 
. 
Normally, on the question of diplomatic 
recognition or lower-level contact, a nation is 
judged by its international behavior and inten­ 
tions. not its internal order. 
Thus, for example, the United States has 
denied diplomatic recognition to Red China and 
blocked entry into the United Nations not be­ 
cause of offensive internal policies but because 
of China’s unwillingness to behave international­ 
ly in a civilized manner and to abide by the prin­ 
ciples of the U. N. Charter. 
America’s treatment of Rhodesia is a cur­ 
ious departure from normal practice because 
diplomats have been withdrawn in response to 
Salisbury’s internal policies. Rhodesia’s behav­ 
ior toward neighbor nations has been — and is 
— above criticism. 
It is obvious that Rhodesia, a predominate­ 
ly black nation ruled by a white minority govern­ 
ment, is not a model of equality and justice, as 
these concepts are understood in the U. S. and 
Great Britain. 
But it is also obvious that few’ nations in 
the world are. If every country were to be judged 
on the basis of how closely its internal order 
resembles our own, few nations would qualify. 
Following such criteria, it w’ould be neces­ 
sary to sever ties with all Communist countries. 
It would be necessary to cut ties with those 
many countries of Africa 
I^atin America and 
Asia that are ruled by military dictatorship. 
It would be necessary to call home diplo­ 
mats from those Asiatic countries where caste 
system s still flourish. 
It would be necessary, in short, to sever re­ 
lations w’ith authoritarian regimes everywhere, 
and that accounts for most of the w’orld. 
This is the direction in which President 
Nixon’s action on Rhodesia points the U. S. It 
should be reversed.

temporary student conduct rules 
adopted by the school’s Board 
of Regents last week. 
The rules ban a wide range of 
disruptive student activity, bas­ 
ically banning violence against 
persons or property on the cam­ 
pus and interference with the 
normal functions af the univer­ 
sity. 
Examiner Picked 
The regents’ action also es­ 
tablished a procedure whereby 
the cases of students charged 
with violating the rules would be 
heard by a nonuniversity hear­ 
ing examiner to be appointed by 
the school's president. 
Objections to the rules dealt 
both with the substance of the 
ac tion and the way in which the 
rules were enacted. 
Since last August, the Regents 
have had before them a set of 
controversial 
revised 
by-laws 
covering—among other things— 
student conduct rules and disci­ 
plinary procedures. 
Tile regents have yet to act 
on the bylaws which basically 
require that nonacademic con­ 
duct of students would be gov­ 
erned 
by 
student-made 
rules 
and called for due process in 
ah disciplinary proceedings. 
Paper Raps Plan 
Martin Hirschman, editor of 
the student newspaper, the Mich­ 
igan Daily, said the regent’s de­ 
cision Friday to appoint a com­ 
mission to study permanent con­ 
duct rules “ in effect says that 
the bylaws drafted by students 
and faculty will not be accept­ 
ed.” 
“The action indicated the re­ 
gents 
aren’t willing to accept 
them (the bylaws) now,” Hirsch­ 
man said. “A lot of people feel 
they aren’t willing to adopt them 
ever.” 
Hirschman said there was al­ 
so “a lot of concern” whether 
due process would be observed 
in the disciplinary procedure set 


up by the regents. 
University President Robben 
W. Fleming acted earlier this 
week to set up interim disci­ 
plinary procedures for charges 
arising from the recent strike 
in support off bflack students’ de­ 
mands. His procedure included 
the 
appointment of impartial 
hearing officers but he said stu­ 
dents would be tried only under 
student-passed rules prohibiting 
destruction of property, “signi­ 
ficant interference” with free 
movement on campus, and in­ 
tentional distruption of universi­ 
ty functions “by depriving oth­ 
ers of needed heat, light or oth­ 
er necessary physical conditions 
of work.” 
Covers Wide Range 
The regents action covers a 
wider range of offenses, but the 
new rules are not retroactive so 
they cannot be used against stu­ 
dents involved 
in the recent 
Black Action Movement (BAM) 
strike. 
Observers felt, however, that 
the 
action 
was 
precipdtated 
by the strike, which ended after 
an agreement on several issues, 
including a IO per cent black en­ 
rollment for 1973-74 school year. 
At an informal meeting be­ 
tween the regents and represen­ 
tatives of students and faculty. 
Prof. Joseph Payne, chairman of 
the Senate Advisory Committee 
on University Affairs <SACUA>, 
the faculty’s 
executive 
body, 
challenged the manner in which 
the rules were established. 
“ If you expect the community 
to function by a set of rules, it 
behooves you to involve the 
people governed” 
in drafting 
those rules. Payne, a professor 
of education, told the regents.

The Kremlin shows willing­ 
ness to work with the govern­ 
ments, no matter how conserva­ 
tive, as an alternative to de­ 
pendence on the United States.

A five-year projection for 
commission activities in the 
Northern Lakes States is near­ 
ing completion.

Swallow Asks 
Study Of DNR 


State Rep. Joseph P. Swal­ 
low (R-Alpena) today intro­ 
duced a resolution in the Mich­ 
igan House of Representatives 
calling for an examination of 
the Department of Natural Re­ 
sources by a Blue Ribbon 
Study Committee. . 


Swallow said public criticism 
of the commission-controlled 
department in areas of pollu­ 
tion control, deer herd man­ 
agement, removal of natural 
resources, 
and 
operation of 
Great Lakes fisheries raises 
doubts as to the effectiveness 
of the department’s operation. 


“The technical nature of the 
department’s role requires ttie 
best scientific staff and infor­ 
mation 
available,” 
Swallow 
said. “To attempt to administer 
their function in the political 
and emotional atmosphere of 
tlie legislature would be foUy,” 
he added. 


“What is necessary to do the 
job is a respected, competent 
commission 
and 
department, 
working harmoniously with the 
Governor and legislature and 
supported by the people. 


“To achieve this objective, I 
have proposed 
an extensive 
study of the commission and 
department by a Blue Ribbon 
Committee,” Swallow said. He 
indicated that the committee 
should be large enough to en­ 
compass all interested groups 
and sufficiently staffed to pro­ 
vide the technical information 
necessary. 


“If the report is critical, 
tiien the chips must fall where 
they may and (shanges must be 
made. If the repoii is favor­ 
able, then all concerned should 
give their support to a mutual 
effort to secure common de­ 
sired goals,” Swallow said. 


“The single most important 
issue before us today is the 
saving of our environment. I 
am sincerely hopeful that my 
action today wiU substantially 
assist in securing this end.’*

To Merchandising

NEW YORK (AP) - Bankin« 
really isn’t changing as much as 
It might appear. The purpose 
itill is to make money on money 
—by accumulating depasalts and 
taien lending them out or invest­ 
ing thiem in real eisitate and se­ 
curities. 


The mechanical busdness of 
banking Is, however, becoming 
less obvious to the eye. Seldom 
do you see grdm faced men 
counting coins in pubHic. It’s all 
disguised now. Merdhandising 
has come to this ainci^nt craft. 


To better sell their services, 
bankers often offer snich a var­ 
iety of prizes, premiums and 
other inducemernt« that it some­ 
times seems the only thing not 
available at the local bank its a 
loan. 


Innovations are evident every­ 
where. Remember when bank­ 
ers had tihe best hours of aniv 
businessman? Now a bank in 
Huntington, W. Va., and another 
in ArJington, Va., are keeping 
Üieir doors open 24 hours a day. 


The new hours are merely ex- 
perimerítal and it’s still to early 
to guage th# success of the 
moves. But an officer of the 
Huntington institution says tihe 
results to date have been more 
than satisfactory. 


One reason for the experi­ 
ments is that the customary 3 
p.m. closing hardily suits the 
needs of, let us say, a customer 
w*ho must cash a oheck Friday 
evening or delay his vacation 
until Monday. 


Bankers once had the aitt iitude 
that the less expo.sure to the 
public the better it wajf. That 
meant short hours and iron bars 
on the tellers’ windows. The 
public was poor, end the banker 
often had the attitude tthat any­ 
one who walked through his 
door was lookiing for a touch. 


Customers now come through 
ttie door wiKh m oney—and the 
banks wan^t it. So badly, in fact, 
that they are happy to foresake 
dusty old tradiltions. 


As they shed the great depres- 
won syndrome, some remark- 
abl* changes occur. The bars 
eoma down, the tellers smile, 
soft mutsic is piped in. brighter 
lg*hti are installed, check-s are 
offered in rainbow colors in- 
tftead of black aeid white. 


During the past few yeans 
•ome progressive bankers have 
experimented with a wide range 
of special services, such ais on- 
the-job and in-plant bankiing. 
sales of airline tickets, tourist 
Inflcrmation and automobile li­ 
cense renewals. 


Each year more banks dtevel- 
0P incomt tax services, a logi- 


NOW! 
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cal move since they are in a 
good position to understand the 
financial 
complication« 
tihat 
come with the growing afflu­ 
ence of theiir customers. 


Some of the innovations can­ 
not be translated diirectly into 
profiits but are meant to gener- 
altie good wiill. Among them; 
stock.s of umbrellas to lend out 
on rainy days, sales of transit 
tokens, adding machines for 
public use. 


In Alabama a bank published 
a job wanted M'st for high school 
pupils. In West Virginia a bank 
has a library of new cars to tie 
in with its auto loan deparit- 
me^t. In many banks there ar»s 
kiddie konners” equipped with 
toys. 


Jukeboxes have appeared in 
banks which are interested in 
color television receivers in a 
club-like atmos|3here and used 
to 
encourage 
deposits 
from 
well-to^o businessmen. 


How long will it last? As long 
as lüt’s prafitable. Underneath 
the new facade banks haven’t 
changed 
that 
much. 
Profit 
is still the name of the game 
and always will be. 


And how long wiM the new 
techniques be profitable? For 
many years, it would seem, 
based on obser\’'ations of cur­ 
rent attiltudes. Money no longer 
comes 
automatically 
to 
the 
bank. Savers have options these 
days. 


True, ind'ividuals are accumu­ 
lating 
greater reserves; 
but 
they aiso have a greater variety 
of ways in which to invest those 
reserves. The banks now must 


fight other investment mediums 
in order to get tlieir share. 


Twenty-five years ago, for ex­ 
ample, 
banks 
didn’t 
worry 
about mutual flinds. Since Hhen, 
however, mutual funds have de­ 
veloped into a $50*bililion com­ 
petitor for the saver’s dollar.
